*Ex-Congressman Frank Hurd of Toledo, 
O., is at the Southern en route to Hot 
Springs, Ark., for his health.

NEW YORK, April 7.—There is weeping 
and wailing among the so-called “swell 
set,“ owing to a whipping administered to 


one of their leaders by an actor. Nat Good- 
win met his enemy, Lorillard Kip, at an 
early hour yesterday morning in the cafe 
of the Hoffman House, and the meeting re- 
sulted disastrously to Mr. Kip. 

There is a long, tedious history to the war 
between Messrs. Goodwin and Kip.

Daneri was a 
witness to tie Sight between one of his col- 
ored porters hd Daniel Rudd, a cab driver. 

The police] say that Randolph Payne, a 
porter in * 2 s saloon, fired the shot at 
Rudd, while! Rudd declares that the man 
who shot at him was Tom Stanton. At any 
rate, the bullet struck Daneri. 

The police pay Rudd, who is a son of By- 
ron Rudd, the livery man, Stanton and 
Payne were engaged in a game of dice in 
John Thomas Brady's restaurant in the 
rear of Daneri’s saloon, when an argu- 
ment arose and either Payne or Stanton 
chased Rudd out of the room and followed 
him over Twenty-second street to Phelan & 
Brewster's stable. Rudd ran into the back 
part of the stable and concealed himself 
in the bed of a wagon. The negro followed 
and found him. He drew a long-bladed 
knife from his pocket and would have 
stabbed Rudd before the latter could escape 
had not Lee Fulton, a porter employed in 
the stable, grabbed him from behind and 
dragged him out to the sidewalk, There 
the knife was taken away from him with 
the assistance of J. O. Chrisman, the driver 
of a mail wagon. It was not thought he 
had any more weapons and he was released 
with the order to leave the place. 

But he broke through the crowd at the 
door and ran back through the stable, 
carrying a revolver in his hand which he 
had taken from his hip pocket. Rudd had 
climbed out of the wagon by that time and 
when the negro saw him he fired two shots, 
neither of which took effect. Rudd ran out 
on the sidewalk and when the crowd saw 
the armed man in pursuit it scattered. 

When the negro reached the sidewalk he 
raised his revolver and shot three times 
at Rudd as the latter was running toward 
Twenty-second street. r 

One of the bullets struck Daneri, who 
had followed the men cut of the saloon. 
The wounded legislator went to a doctor’s 
office and then called a cab, which took 
him home. It is not thought that he is 
seriously injured. 

The negro then ran back through the 
stable and the back door and through the 
alley where he scaled a fence and reached 
Walnut street by passing through a yard. 

The police at the Four Courts were nofi- 
fied and a patrol wagon with four police- 
men and Sergts. Woodlock, Meehan and 
Byrnes went to the scene in a hurry, but 
neither Payne nor Stanton could be found, 
nor did any one know where they lived. 

James June, who was a witness to the 
shooting, was taken to the Four Courts, 
where he will be held to identify the man 
who held the révolver, if such a one is ar- 
rested. 

Rudi was also locked up, and on a second 
visit to the neighborhcod, Payne, Stanton 
and Fulton were taken in and locked up at 
the Four Courts.

The growth of the tin-plate industry 
in the United States during the last two 
years emphasizes the superiority of a 
moderate tariff over a high protective one 
in increasing manufacturing prosperity. 
While the McKinley schedule of duties 


| was in existence the American Tin-Plate 


Co. at Elwood, Ind., was a four-mill plant 
employing 300 men, with a pay roll of 
$3,000. After an experience of a little 
over one year of the Wilson bill the same 
concern has been enlarged to a sixteen- 
mill, twenty-one-stack plant, employing 
1,250 men, making 15,000 boxes per week, 
and its payroll is increased to $55,000. 
The other day the stockholders ordered 
its facilities to be expanded 15 per cent. 
Other tin-plate mills throughout the 
country show a similar growth. 

On the other hand, as a result of the 
160 tin-plate mills now successfully op- 
erating in the United States, 250 mills are 
idle in South Wales, from which this 
country formerly received all its supply. 

In the year ending June 1, 1895, the 
Welsh manufacturers sent to this coun-- 
try 222,901 tons of tin-plate, out of a 
total export of 365,982 tons. So far this 


| year the proportion shipped to the United 


States is barely 50 per cent. of the above 
amount. a

Free Pass Bribery. 


From the St. Joseph Gazette. 

The Gazette is informed that a combina- 
tion has been made in St. Louis looking 
to the liberal use of free passes for dele- 
gates to the Sedalia convention with the 
object of controlling, or partly controlling, 
the delegates favored with them. The par- 
ties to this combination are anxious to ac- 
complish two purposes: First, they want 
a divided delegation to Chicago, and, sec- 
ondly, they.are anxious to defeat certain 
prominent free silver men for delegates to 
the National Convention. They will seek 
to place thé delegates to Sedalia under obli- 
gations for passes, and then urge upon them 
as a return favor, that they vote so as to 
enable the goldbugs to secure several of the 
delegates to Chicago, and that they vote 
agaiyst certain men as delegates whose de- 
feat the members of the combine, for differ- 
ent reasons, desire to accomplish. 

Whenever any public man in this State 
opposes the lobby, the lobby goes to work, 
using any means without scruple, to over- 
throw him.

Mr. Knapp, who was Secretary of the Cen- 
tury and also their representative to the 
Associated Cycling Clubs, tendered his resig- 
nation as a member of the club. Paul 
Robyn was chosen to succeed Mr. Knapp 
as Secretary, while W. A. Shockley was 
appointed to represent the club in the As- 
sociated Cycling Clubs and Ed Grath will 
take Mr. — ’s place as a member of the 
Century Roa ace Committee. 

It was erroneously stated in a morning 

aper that the Century would ask the St. 

uis Cycling Club to make certain condi- 
tions as to the personnel of the riders who 
would take part in the race. The fact 
is that the number of riders, the distance, 
date, and all the preliminaries were settled 
by the clubs as was published in the Post- 
Dispatch at that time. Each club agreed to 
name twenty men two weeks before the 
date set for the race, from which ten would 
be later selected to ride.

OLYMPIAN GAMES. 


American Athletes Proved Superior to 
| the Whole World’s Best. 


ATHENS, Greece, April 7.—American 
athletes found no competitors worthy of 
their steel at the first revival of the Olym- 
plan games, which took place in the famous 
arena where Greek met Greek in athletic 
contest more than 3,000 years ago. Homer 
has sung in immortal verse of the athletes 
who made Heles famous in ancient days, but 
never did the blind bard hear of finer phys- 
ical specimens than the men who to-day 
represented the great Transatlantic Repub- 
lic in contest with the great athletic nation 
of the modern world. 

Impressive ceremonies and a tremendous 
attendance of over 80,000 people lent dig- 
nity to the opening of the old Olympian 
Stadium. Athens and the surrounding 
cities were decorated in beautiful fashion 
and were thronged with visitors from all 
parts of the world. 

King George of Greece made the dedi- 
cating speech and took possession of the 
Stadium in the name of the Greek nation. 
Every endeavor was made to rekindle in 
the breats of the people the patriotic and 
athletic fires which burned so strongly 
in the hearts of the Hellenes in the days 
of Fpaminandos and Lysander. 

From an athietic standpoint the games 
were not of much account. They were 
too easy for the Americans. The repre- 
sentatives of Princeton and the Boston 
Athletic Association were in very fine con- 
dition and full of confidence. Their compet- 
itors of various nations showed very plainly 
by their action that they were afraid of the 
prowess of the American athletes. The 
result showed that their misgivings were 
not groundless. 

While yesterday’s contests were but pre- 
liminary trials and as such did not decide 
anything definitely as to the final result of 
the various events, it is not too much to 
say that the Americans will win out easily. 

In yesterday's contests the first heat, 100 
meter (109 yards) dash was won by F. A. 
Lane of the Princeton team in 122-5s. Szo- 
koly, a Hungarian, was second. In the 
second heat, T. P. Curtis of the B. A. A. 
beat Cholkondglis, a Greek, in 12 4-5s. In 
the third heat, T. E. Burke of the B. A. A. 
beat Ogman, a German, in the very good 
time of 11 4-5s. In no case did the Ameri- 
cans have to extend themselves. 

Capt. Robert Garrett of the Princeton 
team surprised the spectators by beating 
the Greeks at their own game, throwing the 
discus. ;

BIS OLD FRIEND “HAC,” 


Green B. Raum Sees a Possibility of Me- 
Kinley Being Slaughtered. 


Gen. Green B. Raum, who was Pension 
Commissioner during Pres‘dent Harrison's 
administration, arrived in St. Louis Tues- 
day morning and registered at the Southern. 
| Though he says he is here on purely priv- 
ate business, he thinks it probable thas he 
may get around among the prominent local 


Republicaus before returning to his home in 
Chicage. | 

In reference to the National situation, he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“There is no doubt tha? McKinley is now 
in the lead for the nomination. Sentiment 
everywhere seems to be in the Ohio man’s 
favor. In fact, Mac seems to be certain of 
getting at least a plurality of votes on the 
first ballot. Whether he will get a ma- 
jority remains to be seen. 

“One thing that must be taken into ac- 
count is the excellent quality of the presi- 
dential timber now before the people. The 
country is to be congratulated on the char- 
acter of the men who have announced them- 
selves as candidates. Though I think Mac 
is at present by far the strongest man in 
the field, I have seen enough of National 
conventions to know that no man would 
be warranted in wagering that the man 
from Ohio will be selected as the party can- 
didate. I think that if he does not get a 
majority of the votes on the first ballot, or 
at least on the second or third, he will nos 
get the nomination. 

“Just who would be named if Mac should 
be turned down is difficult to conjecture. 
One thing is certain, though. Harrison will 
not be in the field. Harrison is a man of 
character and absolutely sincere in all his 
utterances. He has spoken and his decision 
is final. 

“Personally, I do not believe the party 
could put up a stronger or more able can- 
didate than Gen. Harrison. He is without a 
doubt the most accomplished all round man 
in the United States. Physically and men- 
tally he is still splendidly fitted for the 
Presidency. Still he has said that he dees 
not want the nomination, and he means 
what he says. 

“The National Convention will probably 
be one of the most interesting and, per- 
haps, the longest ever held since the birth 
of the Republican party. 

“It looks like nobody but McKinley now, 
but in 176 it looked like Blaine, and in 1880 
it looked like Grant. Hayes came to the 
convention of 1876 at Cincinnati with only 
49 votes behind him, yet he was nominated 
easily. 

“I have been a delegate to a number of 


National Conventions, and I speak adviged- 
ly when I say it is not impossible that the 
McKinley people will vote for somebody else 
when the supreme moment comes.“

. ARMOR TALKING 


THROUGH HIS. HAT 


When He Gives Out That Farmers 
Will Have Dollar Wheat. 


SO SAY ST. LOUIS GRAIN MEN. 


The Chicago Millienaire Said to Be 
“Long” and Anxious te Unload 
Several Million Bushels. 


The quoted interview with P. D. Ar- 
mour, the Chicago millionaire meat packer 
and grain speculator, telegraphed from 
Chicago, in which he states that dollar 
wheat is a possiblity of the near future, 
has created much comment in local grain 
circles. 

The general opinion seems to be that Mr. 
Armour has permitted himself to be inter- 
viewed preparatory to putting his large 
holdings of wheat on the market. It is 
also stated that whenever Mr. Armour 


makes a prediction the market usually 
takes a contrary turn. Armour is believed 
at this time to be a heavy holder of wheat 
and the St. Louis trade is of the opinion 
that he wants to get rid of it at the best 
prices obtainable. 

A Post-Dispatch man talked with a num- 
ber of the big speculators with a view to 
ascertaining their views of the statements 
made by Mr. Armour. 

H. F. Langenberg of Langenberg Bros. & 
Co. said: Nobody can tell anything about 
the situation at this moment and for that 
reason I should prefer not to express an 
opinion that I may have to explain later on. 

David Block of Block, Dean & Co. said: “I 
guess Mr. Armour has a good lot of wheat 
on hand that he wants to dispose of. I see 
nothing in the present conditions to jus- 
tify his prediction of $1 wheat. I have felt 
bullish on wheat all the time, but I am 
forced to aeknowledge that the prospects 
for a good crop are of the best. cannot, 
however, tell until the crop is actually har- 
vested. There is always the possibility of 
drought, disease, wet harvests, etc., but I 
do not expect any of these contingencies. 
We are certain to have good enough crops 
to put $1 wheat out of the range of prob- 
abilities. I am informed that there was lit- 
tle plowing done in the Dakotas last fall. 
They are only now beginning to plow there 
and it is near seceding time.“ 


A representative of the Pfeffer Milling 
Co., Lebanon, III., said: We have a 600- 
barrel mil] and during the week have made 
twenty-four cars of flour and have sold 
but one of them. I see nothing in this to 
justify Armour’s prediction of $1 wheat. 
When there is no sale for flour there can 
be no heavy advance in wheat. It seems 
to me that Mr. Armour must be a heavy 
‘long.’ * 

Redmond Cleary said; “Mr. Armour’s 
prediction may mean something. With his 
heavy holdings of cash wheat and his 
money, I believe that he could put it to $1 
if he wants to try it. Chicago winter 
wheat has been going out rapidly and get- 
ting scarce, and it may yet go to $1, 
though it is not probable. No. 2 soft red 
cash wheat sold on east side tracks Monday 
at 74 cents.“ 

Oswald Graves said: “Armour owns the 
principal part of the cash wheat in Chicago 
and he may be able to chalk up May to his 
figure, but I do not believe he can do it on 
futures. The public has been fooled so often 
on this kind of a thing that they are not apt 
to bite again merely because somebody is 
interviewed. It simply looks to me as if 
Armour was a heavy ‘long’ and intends to 
put his holdings on the market.“ t 

E. C. Catlin of the Brinson-Judd Grain 
Co. said: Armour is liable to make such 
statements as he is quoted in if he happens 
to be ‘long’ five or ten million bushels, as he 
is reported to be. He is said to have been a 
heavy seller at top prices Monday. The sup- 
ply, however, is short, both here and in 
Europe, and the seaboard clearances are 
short. Wheat will be higher, but it looks 
more to me like prices would remain in the 
seventies than that they will get to 31.“ 


President C. H. Spencer of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange said: I see no legit!- 
mate conditions to warrant Armour’s pre- 
diction of $1 a bushel wheat. If gossip 
is correct Armour has been a bull on wheat 
for the past three years, and I believe 
that he has a larg@ interest in the mar- 
kets at the present time. Crop condl- 
tlons west of the Mississippi are unusually 
favorable for the coming crop, though it is 
true that in Ohio and Indiana, two of the 
most important winter, wheat producing 
States, the conditions -are very low and 
there are some reports of damage in Mis- 
sourl. Present prices make wheat the 
highest food product we have, but then 
there is speculation in wheat and none in 
anything else.“ 

W. B. Kennett of the Francis Commis- 
sion Co. said: Armour said the same 
thing last year about this time and soon 
after wheat went all to pot. His opinion 
is worth no more than that of any other in- 
dividual. If statistics are to be believed 
higher prices for wheat are a legitimate 
prediction, but statistics are notoriously 
unreliable. They are now making predic- 
tions on the growing crop about which 
they can tell absolutely nothing. Ig my 
opinion interviews like that with Mr. Ar- 
mour count for little.“ 


Notwithstanding the statements to the 
contrary as quoted above wheat showed a 
strong bullish tendency in St. Louis Tues- 
day morning. 

The Chicago market, which usually sets 
the pace for all speculative markets, was 
closed Tuesday and St. Louis took her place 
as the guide. The opening for May was 
62%c and at 9:37 a. m. it sold at 64%c, an ad- 
vance of 1%c. This sharp advance was un- 
doubtedly caused by the fact that the St. 
Louts market was largely oversold. The 
majority of St. Louis traders have been 
bearish. They believed the conditions good 
for a large crop of winter wheat and that 
this market was so handicapped by its 
stock of No. 2 hard winter, for which there 
is apparently no demand, that they sold 
heavily and boldly. The advance caught 
them short and in getting out the market 
was forced up. :

A DEARLY. PAID BEY: 


a Heavy Load, But the Little 
Fellow Never Flunked. 


The quiet neighborhood beneath the eaves 
of the Anheuser-Busch brewery witnessed 
more excitement Sunday afternoon in the 
payment of an election bet than it has seen 
since Mr. Anheuser opened up the faucets 
of the brewery to his neighbors one day 
thirty years ago. Fully 2,000 persons saw a 
small, frail man roll a blacksmith weighing 
263 pounds around the block in a wheel- 
barrow. 

Over a month ago Nicholas Linz, who 
conducts a coal office in that vicinity, bet 
Henry Steucher, the heavyweight smithy, 
that Koenig would not be elected to the 
School Board.

set his load he would have to purchase a 
keg of beer and that if he got his load at 
the journey’s end, no matter under what 
circumstances, Steucher would purchase 
five kegs of beer. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon there was a 
great crowd about the corner of Lemp av- 
enue and Pestalozzi street: That was the 
starting point.

But there was no discouragement, for the 
mob urged Linz on—perhaps in the hope 
that he would again fall, but the loser 
wiped his hands in the dust vigorously, 
grabbed the handles with a vengeance, gfit- 
ted his teeth in determination and road 
Steucher the other two biocks, to Lemp 
avenue, in safety. , 

Down Pestalozzi street was the home 
stretch and the band played The Conquer- 
ing Hero Comes.“ Women raised the up- 
stairs windows in their homes and cheer- 
ed the men along as well as the mob that 
crowded the streets below.

Tricks and Frauds Resorted to 
to Defeat Free Silver. 


WHERE DOES GIBSON STAND? 


Boodle Depended Upon to Send a Gold- 
bug Delegation to the Sedalia 
Convention. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 6.—The des- 
perate purposes of the gold-bug bosses in 
the Jackson County Democracy have been 
more fully seen during the past week than 
at any period since the call of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee at Excelsior Springs. 
Legislative Lobyist John H. Carroll, who 
is the chief fugleman for Chief Factionist 
Francis, ‘dropped into Kansas City last 
Monday night for a conference with the 
leading lights among the gold-bugs. 
It is current rumor in political circles here 


that Lobyist Carroll guaranteed to the gold- 
bug leaders here that all necessary finan- 
cial aid would be forthcoming from St. 
Louis to enable the goldites“ to carry the 
primaries to be held in Jackson County on 
April 9 for the selection of State delegates 
to the Sedalia Convention, The conserva- 
tive leaders among the gold standard faction 
of the Kansas City Democracy concede free- 
ly that the free silver sentiment is in a ma- 
jority in this city. This was evidenced in the 
Democratic State Convention held at the 
Auditorium in 1894, when nineteen of the 
thirty-two Jackson County delegates under 
the leadership of Frank G. Johnson, Repre- 
sentative H. S. Julian, Alderman’ Pender- 
ast and Col. Joseph W. Mercer voted in 
avor of the Stone-Bland platform. It must 
de remembered in considering this signifi- 
cant fact that Barney Corrigan and W. 
Cox, the then Police Commissioners, 
Hugh McGowan, Frank Graham, ex-Mayor 
W.S. Cowherd and other prominent Francis- 
ites holding influential political positions ex- 
erted their influence to the utmost in behalf 
of the substitute financial plank offered by 
David R. Francis. 

The rank and file of the Democratic voters 
in Kansas City are earnestly in favor of free 
silver. This is particularly true of the mem- 
bers of the labor unions and the industrial 
classes generally. The country districts in 
Jackson County outside of Kansas City are 
practically unanimous in favor of bimetal- 
lism. Lafayette County, which, with Jack- 
son County, comprises the Fifth Congres- 
sional District, has already held its township 
primaries and selected its delegation to the 
Sedalia Convention. This delegation is in- 
structed to gupport for delegates-at-large 
to the National Convention at Chicago Gov. 
Stone, Dick Bland, Senators Vest and Cock- 
rell, and for district delegate the Hon. J. D. 
Shewalter of Lexington was indorsed as the 
choice of that county for one of the district 
delegates. 

The goldites made the strongest fight of 
which they were capable in Lafayette 
County, and were ignominiously defeated, 
So badly were they defeated that not a 
single member of the new County Commit- 
tee selected at the same primaries favors the 
gold standard. It may appear strange to 


effort to capture the two district delegates 
from the Fifth District under these circum- 
stances, but their plan is well understood 
and is about as follows: 


on March 3 the Demoeratic Central Com-
